Sec. “Y5 of the rigmarole, styled the 
new constitution, provides that, "All 
wag** earners in this State employed in 
tnines, factories, work shops or by corpo- 
rations shall be paid for their labor in 
lawful money.” This means that these* 
classes of laborers must be paid not in 
values but in the representative of 
values, not in barter, nor in provisions, 
nor in house-rent, nor in other necessa- 
ries. even if they should preier it, but 
. only in what the government may tie*. g- 
uate as “lawful money.” It is aimed, 
notoriously, at wbat is known as the 
"check" system emp! >yed only at the 
few coal mines in Kentucky, an ir.ge 
uious, fair and admirable system by 
which the miner's daily accounts are ac- 
curately* kept, bv whi' U h* is enabled to 
get what he needs as to needs it, and to 
receive at the end of each month the 
balance due him in money.
